The  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  district  are  above  that  ox.,i\ 
the  country  as  a whole , the  former  especially  reaching  the  un- 
precedented high  figure  of  21  births  per  1000  of  the  civilian 
population.  The  high  birth  rate  is  undoubtedly  due  partly  to  the  f 
large  number  of  service  wives  temporarily  resident  in  the 
district.  * .V^ 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
low  throughout  the  year-  There  were  no  epidemics  and  the 
few  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  occurred  during  the  first 
half  of  hoc  year.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified* 

Rainfall, 

The  rainfall  daring  the  year  was  above  the  average  - 


30,82  inches,  September  was  a month;  of  torrential  rain  6,03 
inches  being  recorded*  the  figure  for  the  3rd.  quarter  being  11.85, 
in  contrast  the  rainfall  in  Hay  was  comparatively  low  - 0*47  inches.
